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STATEMENT  Or  TME  FOREIGN  07  j  ICE  SPOKESMAN 
CONCERNING  Tin  ALLISON  CASS 

January  31,  1938. 

Concerning  the  car9  of  'Tr.  John  Allison,  American  Consul  at 
Nanking,  the  American  Ambassador  in  Tokyo,  Nr.  Joseph  C,  Grew, 
called  on  Nr.  Konsuke  Hcrinouchi,  Vice-T'inister  for  Foreign 
Af-airs,  at  6:10  o'clock  lost  Saturday  evening,  January  29th. 

The  American  Ambassador  made  to  the  Vice-Minister ,  an  oral 
representation  based  mainly  on  the  reports  from  Mr.  Allison;  and 
the  Ambassador  further  informed  the  Vice-Minister  that  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Governm:nt  2--oect  to  receive  3  suitable  expression  of  regret 
by  the  Japanese  Government  and  an  assurance  that  the  Japanese 
Government  will  bake  adequate  measures  for  the  punishment  of  those 
responsible. 

As  a  reply  to  the  American  Ambassador's  oral  representation 
of  the  evening  of  the  29th,  the  Vice-Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
explained  the' f ollowing  three  points  to  the  American  Ambassador, 

Mr.  Grew,  at  10  o'clock  yesterday  evening. 

1.  Under  whatever  circumstances  the  incident  might  have 
taken  place,  the  slapping  by  a  Japanese  soldier  of  the  American 
Consul  at  Nanking,  Mr.  John  Allison,  was  an  extremely  unfortunate 
occurrence.  Major  Ilonge,  staff  officer  of  the  Japanese  forces  in 
Nanking,  went  to  the  American  Embassy  and  tendered,  in  the  name 
of  the  Commander,  expressions  of  regret  and  apologies  which,  it 
ha3  been  reported,  were  accepted  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Allison.  The 
Japanese  Government,  on  their  part  also,  wish  to  express  their 
profound  regret  for  this  happening. 

2.  In  view  of  the  serious  character  of  the  incident,  the 
Japanese  Government  wish  to  give  assurances  that,  on  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  strict  investigations,  steps  will  be  taken  for  the 
adequate  punishment  of  those  responsible  for  the  act. 

3.  In  consideration  of  the  possibility  of  there  existing 
considerable  discrepancies  as  to  the  circum 'tances  leading  to 
the  occurrence  in  a  case  of  this  kind  between  assertions  of  those 
involved  in  the  case;  just  so,  in  this  case  also,  there  exist 
considerable  differences  between  the  version  given  in  the  American 
complaint  regarding  the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  slapping 

of  the  American  Consul  by  a  Japanese  soldier;  and  as  the  real  facts 
will  be  brought  to  light  only  after  careful  and  thoroughgoing  in¬ 
vestigations  to  bo  conducted,  the  carrying  out  cf  the  investiga¬ 
tions  will,  of  necessity,  have  to  be  reserved  to  later  date.

EXCELLENCY, 

I  have  the  hor.oui'  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Your  Excellency's 
Note,  No.  IO76,  dated  Octobor  6th,  addrossod  to  tho  then  Minister  for 
Ibreign  Affairs  FWrco  Kenoye,  concerning  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  United  3tote3  in  Chinn. 

Id.  tho  Note  aro  sited  various  instances  based  on  information  in  the 
possession  of  tho  Government  of  the  United  States  that  the  Japanese  author¬ 
ities  are  subjecting  .'ceri cun  citizens  in  China  to  discriminatory  treat¬ 
ment  and  violating  the  rights  und  interests  of  tho  United  States. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  state  hereunder  the  opinions  of  the  Japanese 
Government  with  regard  to  those  instances. 

1.  Tho  circumstances  wkioh  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  present 
measures  concerning  export  exchange  in  Tsingtao  and  the  present  situa¬ 
tion  boing,  so  far  os  the  Japanese  Government  aro  aware,  a3  set  forth 
below,  they  consider  that  those  measures  can  not  be  construed  as  con¬ 
stituting  any  discrimination  against  American  citizens. 

A  short  tine  ago  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  China  was  established 
in  North  China  whose  notes  ’.7ith  an  exchange  value  fixod  at  one  shilling 
and  two  pence  against  one  yuan,  hove  been  issued  thus  far  to  the  onOunt 
of  nor-  than  one  hundred  million  yuan,  and  are  widely  circulated.  These 
bank  notes  boing  the  compulsory  currency  of  the  Provisional  Government, 
the  maintenance  of  their  value  and  their  smooth  circulation  is  regarded 
as  an  indispensable  basis  for  the  conduct  and  the  development  of  economic 
activities  in  North  China.  Consequently  tho  Japanese  Government  have 
taken  a  co-opontivu  attitude;  and  all  Japanese  subjects  are  using  tho 
said  notes,  and  in  their  oxport  trade  are  exchanging  them  at  the  rate  of 
one  shilling  and  two  pence.  Cn  the  other  hand,  the  old  fa-pi  still  cir¬ 
culating  in  tbo3e  areas  has  depreciated  in  exchange  value  to  about  eight 
ponce  per  yuan.  Consequently  those  who  aro  engaged  in  export  trade  and 
ore  using  this  currency  01*9  enjoying  illegitimate  profits,  os  com¬ 
pared  with  those  who  uso  the  Federal  Reserve  notes  and  carry  on  legiti¬ 
mate  transactions  at  the  legitimate  rate  of  exchaigei  that  is  to  aay, 
Japanese  subjects  who  uso  tho  Federal  Reserve  notes  have  been  suffering 
unreasonable  disadvantages  as  compered  with  persons  who  while  residing  and 
carrying  or.  their  business  in  the  areas  under  tho  jurisdiction  of  the 
Provisional  Government  of  North  China,  use  nevertheless,  the  old  fa-pi 
exclusively*

The  export  exchange  measures  adopted  in  Tsingtao  are  calculated 
to  place  the  users  of  old  Chinese  currency  who  have  baen  obtaining 
um  air  profits,  on  equal  footing  ‘with  those  who  are  using  tho  Federal 
Reserve  notes.  These  measures  ar~  also  intended  to  protect  the  ex¬ 
change  value  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  notes.  Inasmuch  as  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  measures  makes  no  differentiation  according  to  nationality 
they  cannot  be  considered  ns  discriminatory  measures.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  is  through  these  measures  that  those  users  of  the  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  notes  who  had  in  a  sense  been  discriminated  agpinst,  havo  been 
placed  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  others,  and  thu3  enabled  to  compote 
on  a  fair  basis. 

In  North  and  Central  China  the  new  Chinese  regimes  some  time 
ago  affected  revisions  of  the  Customs  tariff  in  an  attempt  to  3ecure  a 
rational  modification  of  the  former  tariff  enforced  by  the  Xuomintang 
Government,  which  \r.a  unduly  high  and  ill-calculated  to  promote  the 
economic  recovery  and  general  welfare  of  tho  Chinese  people.  However, 
tho  schedule  actually  adopted  for  the  time  being  i3  tho  one  that  was 
approved  by  the  Powers  in  1931 •  so  that  no  complaint  ha3  been  hoard  from 
foreign  rcsidonts  of  any  nationality  on  the  spot,  Tho  Japanese  Governmei: 
are  of  course  in  favour  of  tho  purpose  of  the  said  revision,  believing 
that  it  will  serve  to  promote  effectively  tho  trade  of  all  countries 
with  China.

-there  exists  a  fundamental  difference  between  the  troatmont  accorded  to 
upanose  in  America  and  tho  treatment  accorded  to  Americans  in  Japan. 
While  it  is  true  that  in  those  days  of  emergency  Americans  residing  in 
thxs  country  are  subject  to  various  economic  restrictions,  yet  these  are, 
needless  to  3ay,  restrictions  i?.vosed  not  upon  Americans  alone  but  also  o: 
all  foreigners  of  all  nationalities  as  well  os  upon  the  subjects  of  Japan.

It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  Japanese  Government  that  in  the  face 
of  the  new  situation,  fast  developing  in  East  Asia,  any  attempt  to  apply 
to  the  conditions  cf  today  and  tomorrow  inapplicable  ideas  and  principles 
of  the  past  neither  would  contribute  toward  the  establishment  of  a  real 
peace  in  Bast  Asia  nor  solve  the  immediate  issues.

January  22,  1938. 

The  New  Year  is  with  us  amid  tho  storm  and  stress  of  the  China  Af  fail 
Todn  r.t  this  session  of  tho  Imperial  Di^t  which  faces  a  momentous  crisis 
of  our  art  ion,  I  have  the  honour  to  wish  with  you  a  long  life  to  our 
Sovereign  and  prosperity  and  happiness  to  tho  Imperial  House,  beforo 
stating  to  you  tho  views  of  tho  Government.  I  have  boon  movod  beyond 
words  by  tho  Imperial  Message  that  "was  graciously  granted  at  tho  opening 
session  and  by  tho  deep  concorn  shown  by  Hi3  Majesty  over  tho  present 
situation. 

It  is  scarcely  nocossory  for  me  to  say  that  Japan's  immutable  nntionc. 
policy  aims  at  building  the  edifice  of  permanent  peace  for  East  As ia  on 
the  unshakable  foundation  of  close  co-operation  between  Japan,  Manchoukuo 
and  China,  and  to  contribute  thereby  to  tho  cau3o  of  world  peace.  The 
adoption  some  time  ago  of  our  determined  policy  not  to  deal  with  tho 
obdurate  Kuomintang  Government  of  China,  and  the  oxertion  of  ccasoloss 
efforts  towards  tho  cultivation  of  friendly  relations  with  tho  Powers, 
havo  boon  both  dictated  by  thi3  policy  of  tho  Government.  We  all  rojoico 
for  tho  salco  of  world  pcaco  that  tho  tripartite  Anti- Comintern  Agreement 
between  Japan,  Germany,  and  Italy  was  completed  through  the  participation 
of  Italy  last  fall. 

It  is  now  more  than  hclf  a  year  since  tho  commencement  of  the  prosont 
conflict.  Tho  fields  of  hostilities  have  boon  extended  from  North  China 
to  Control  and  South  China.  Tho  valorous  and  daring  operations  of  the 
Imperial  forces  have  brought  us  victory  after  victory.  Nanking,  tho 
Chinese  Capital,  quickly  fell  into  our  hand3,  Tho  situation  is  developing 
most  favourably  for  Japan.  While  this  is,  of  course,  duo  to  the  August 
Virtue  of  our  Sovereign,  I  am  profoundly  grateful  for  the  loyalty  and 
courage  of  the  officers  and  men  of  tho  Imperial  forces  at  front  end  for 
tho  ardour  end  enthusiasm  of  all  our  pooplo  at  homo. 

Now  tho  Gov  jrruncnt  look  forward  to  tho  emergence  of  a  now  Chinese 
regime  which  may  really  bo  counted  upon  to  co-oporato  with  Japan,  and  with 
such  r.  regime  they  intend  to  adjust  the  Sino-Japanese  relations  and  lend 
thoir  hands  in  tho  rehabilitation  of  China,  and  in  laying  firmly  thereby 
the  foundation  for  a  permanent  pcaco  of  East  A3ia.  Needless  to  say,  thorc 
will  bo  no  change  in  Japan's  policy  to  rospcct  the  sovereignty  and  terri- 
torieJL  integrity  of  China  and  the  legitimate  rights  and  interests  of  Thin.1. 
Powers  in  China. 

Tho  mission  of  Japan  ns  the  stabilizing  force  of  East  Asia  is  greater 
end  her  obligations  have  grown  lioavior  than  ever.  In  order  to  fulfil  this 
mission,  and  to  discharge  those  obligations  of  our3,  wo  must  certainly  bo 
prepared  to  make  horoaftor  still  greater  sacrifices  than  wo  havo  made 
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horctoforo.  But  unloss  wo  rosolvo  to  do  this,  wo  only  lay  storo  mis¬ 
fortunes  for  the  futuro.  X  beiiava  that  tc  bear  such  sacrifices  i3  a 
noblo  duty  that  vr>  of  the  present  generation  owe  to  posterity. 

It  is  under  a  conviction  sorb  as  thi3  that  our  Govornmont  aro 
striving  *.lth  all  their  night  to  deal  wi til  tho  Chinn  Affair  and  to 
cchi3VQWtho  end  they  have  ir.  via*.  And  for  that  they  aro  ranking  for 
tho  completion  of  tho  plans  for  tho  nationul  mobilisation  both  material 
and  spiritual,  end  the  ^xocutton  of  tho  various  necossnry  measures. 

Ilidor  thi3  policy,  tho  Gevorruont  realize  tho  first  necessity  of  replen¬ 
ishing  armnronto  and  filling  tho  national  treasury,  and  accordingly, 
onphosis  has  been  placed  on  this  point  in  regain ting  country's  oconomy 
and  finances.  As  regards  the  htdgcfc  for  tho  coming  fiscal  year,  it  has 
boon  30  eanpilod  as  to  dove  to  >.a  mush  money  and  matoriul  us  possible  to 
the  fulfilmont  of  military  re-xr.ira&rjnts,  and  to  curtail  as  fur  as  possible 
tho  general  consumption  of  the  goods  aid  funds  having  to  dc  with  military 
supplies. 

In  tho  field  of  industry,  tho  basic  principle  of  tho  Gover.imcnt  rill 
bo  laid  in  tho  mcreaoo  of  oar  nation's  productive  powor  under  tho  ono 
comprohonsivo  scheme  covering  Japan,  Ifanchoukuo  and  China,  and  efforts 
are  to  bo  oxortod  toward  supplying  tho  articles  ncodod  for 
national  defence,  preroting  all  tho  important  industries,  and  expanding 
our  export  trade. 

As  for  our  work  at  tho  homo  front,  not  only  everything  will  bo  of 
courso  done  in  order  to  koop  our  officers  and  msn  nt  front  free  from  all 
anxietios  for  those  aT.  homo,  but  suitable  and  effective  mousuro3  will  be 
taken  to  provide  for  tho  raliof  of  tho  families  of  thoso  killed,  wounded, 
or  taken  ill. 

Far  distent  still  is  tho  ond  of  tho  conflict,  tfe  should  oxpoot  that 
it  15111  bo  a  long  ti.iio  boforo  a  settlement  is  roachod.  Ours  is  indeed  a 
momentous  task  unparalleled  in  history.  ,7e  shall  never  succeed  in  ac¬ 
complishing  tho  task  unless  all  of  us  show  the  dauntless  spirit  of  gladly 
and  courageously  offering  ourselves  to  our  country.  Let  me  assure  you  that 
the  Government,  with  patience  and  poroeveranco  and  a  roeoluto  will,  oxpoct 
to  roach  a  sottloroont  of  the  Affair. 

In  accordance  with  these  views,  the  necessary  bills  to  got  her  with  the 
budget  are  being  presented  to  you,  on  which  I  oarnostly  hopo  that  you, 
appreciating  tho  intentions  of  the  Government ,  will  give  your  approval.

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ADDRESS  OF  MR.  KOKI  HIROTA,  MINISTER  FOR  FORE  IK’ 

AFFAIRS ,  AT  THE  SEVENTY- THIRD  SESSION  OF  THE 
BSPZRILL  DIET,  DELIVERED  ON  J/m’iHY  22,  1938. 

At  tho  loat  session  of  tho  Diet  I  hc.d  tho  hone  r  to  spook  on  tho 
policy  of  tho  Japanese  Government  regarding  tho  Chino  Affair.  Today  I 
dosiro  to  address  you  on  tho  subsequent  developments  which  havo  occurred 
in  tho  Chinoso  situation  os  vzoll  as  on  our  foreign  relations  in  general. 

Tho  attitude  of  the  Japanese  Government  towards  tho  present  Affair 
has  been  clearly  sot  forth  in  thoir  statements  made  public  fDom  time  to 
timo  in  the  past.  Japan  has  no  territorial  ambitions  in  China,  nor  has 
she  any  intention  of  separating  North  China  from  tho  rest  of  the  country. 
All  sho  wants  is  that  China,  taking  a  broad  view  of  tho  situation,  will 
collaborate  with  Japan  toward  tho  fulfilment  of  tho  ideal  of  Sino- 
Japanoso  co-eporation  for  th3  common  prosperity  and  woll-boing  of  tho 
two  countries.  Accordingly ,  svon  aftor  the  outbroak  of  the  present  Af¬ 
fair,  we  eagerly  lookod  forward  to  joining  forces  with  China  for  tho 
purpooo  of  securing  pcaco  in  East  Asia  as  soon  as  tho  Nationalist  Govern¬ 
ment  should  have  discarded  their  policy  of  opposition  to  Japan  and 
Manchoukuo  and  evinced  a  sincere  dosire  to  work  together  for  this  idea 
of  Japan.  Hov.’ovor,  tho  Nationalist  Government  failod  to  understand  our 
true  intentions,  and  they  wore  cau^it,  so  to  spook,  in  tho  trap  sot  by 
thcrasolves,  being  bound  by  thoir  commitments  to  tho  anti-Japanism  that 
they  had  fostered  for  such  long  yoors.  Uhablo  to  net  wisely  and  well  with 
a  calm  judgnont,  but  relying  upon  third  Powers,  or  allying  themselves  with 
Communists,  they  arc  oven  now  calling  for  a  prolonged  resistance,  re¬ 
gardless  of  tho  plight  of  the  400  million  pooplo  of  China  whom  thoy  have 
plungod  into  tho  depth  of  suffering  and  misery.  Now  the  heroic  oporations 
of  our  loyal  and  valiant  forco3  in  the  north  and  in  tho  south,  have  forced 
the  Nationalist  Government  to  abandon  Nanking,  thoir  capital,  and  to  floo 
far  up  tho  Yangtzo  River.  Still  unropontant,  thoy  persist  in  their 
dosperate  opposition.  It  is  a  most  lamontablo  thing  for  the  sake  of  East 
Asia  as  a  whole  as  well  as  for  tho  pooplo  of  China. 

Somo  time  ago  when  tho  Japanese  Government  received  a  proffer  of 
good  offices  by  tho  German  Government  to  act  as  an  intermediary  for  bring¬ 
ing  about  direct  negotirtions  be two  an  Japan  and  China,  thoy  proposed,  with 
a  viow  to  affording  the  Nationalist  Government  a  last  opportunity  for  re¬ 
consideration,  the  following  four  points  as  tho  basic  conditions  for  tho 
solution  of  the  Affair* 

1.  China  to  abandon  her  pro-Cor.’jnunist  and  anti-Japancso  and  onti- 
Manchoukuo  policies  to  collaborate  with  Japan  and  Mnnchioukuo  in  thoir 
cnti-Conintorn  policy. 

2,  Establishment  of  demilitarized  zones  in  the  necessary  localities, 
and  of  a  special  regime  for  tho  said  localities. 

3»  Conclusion  of  an  oconor.ic  agreement  bctwcon  Japan,  Ohina  and 
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Ifonchoukuo. 

4»  C.*ina  tc  pay  rc.pon  tho  nocosaory  i:ida.initie3.

exceedingly  satisfactory.  ;.s  for  the  international  status  of  Manchoukuo, 
because  of  the  vcrious  g&vernmental  reforms  end  improvements  accomplished 
through  her  strenuous  efforts  exerted  with  the  help  of  Japan  for  their 
materialization,  the  P&wer3  have  come  to  revise  their  appraisement  of 
the  new  state.  Italy,  first  of  all,  extended  formal  recognition  towards 
the  end  of  November  last,  ana  the  mutual  extension  of  formal  recognition 
with  the  Franco  Government  of  Spain  took  place  in  the  early  days  of  the 
following  Decembers 

Japan's  policy  towards  the  Soviet  Union  has  always  been  guided  by 
our  conviction  of  the  urgent  need  of  placing  the  relations  of  the  two 
countries  upon  a  normal  footing  for  the  soke  of  the  peace  of  East  Asia. 

It  is  in  accordance  with  thi3  policy  that  to  endeavored  within  the  past 
year  to  solve  the  long  pending  issue  of  the  revision  of  the  Fishery  Treaty} 
but  unfortunately,  cwir.g  tc  the  attitude  of  the  Soviet  authorities,  tjc 
were  obliged  to  conclude  a  modus  viver.di  at  the  year  end  as  in  the  year 
before  Iasi*.  I  should  add,  however,  that  since  the  Soviet  Government 
ore  proceeding  with  vac  necessary  internal  preparations  for  the  conclusion 
of  an  agreement  prcvld^ug  for  a  revision  of  the  treaty  now  in  forco,  we 
are  taking  stops  icr  the  continuance  of  the  negotiation  and  the  signing 
of  the  new  agreement  at  tho  earliest  possible  dato. 

This  Government  attach  great  importance  to  a  smooth  operation  of 
the  Japanese  concession  enterprises  in  North  Saghalien.  Let  me  say  that 
the  Japanase  Government  will  never  allow  these  rights  and  interests  de¬ 
rived  from  the  Soviet -Japanese  Basic  Treaty  to  be  nullified  through  un¬ 
reasonable  pressure.  Again,  the  relations  between  the  Soviet  Union  and 
China  axe  attracting  the  special  attention  of  our  nation.  China  con¬ 
cluded  in  August  last  c.  non-aggression  pact  with  the  Soviet  Union,  while 
members  of  the  Communist  International  have  penetrated  all  olassos  of 
the  Chinese, destroying  the  social  order  of  the  country  and  endangering 
the  stability  of  Cast  Asia.  Japan,  ever  solicitous  for  the  civilization 
of  East  Asia  .and  the  wohik.ro  of  its  pooplo,  cannot  but  view  the  situation 
with  the  gravest  concern. 

In  conducting  mill cary  operations  in  China,  Japan  has  boon  oxcrcis- 
ing  special  core  lose  tho  nationals  end  tho  rights  and  interest  of  third 
owers  should  suffer.  But  there  have  cccurrod,  I  regret  to  say,  toward 
tho  end  of  last  year  the  Panay  Incident  and  the  Ladybird  Incident,  in¬ 
volving  Groat  Britain  and  the  United  States.  'Vhilo  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  their  occurrence  was  entirely  unintentional,  it  was  feared  for  a 
tino  that  these  incidents  might  load  to  an  a.hiouation  of  feeling  between 
Japan  and  thoso  two  countries.

against  the  Comintern.  In  the  light  of  these  facts  wo  have  decided  to 
recognize  that  Go  Vermont ,  and  the  necessary  stops  to  that  end  wore 
takon  oarly  in  Decembor  lest  year, 

i.  survey  of  our  foreign  trade  shows  that  there  has  been  in  the  past 
year  a  notable  increase,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  more  than 
35  por  cent,  in  value  as  regards  imports  and  18  por  cent,  in  value  as 
regards  oxports — tho  total  value  of  imports  and  exports  together  exceed¬ 
ing  7*270,000,000  yon,  which  is  an  unprecedented  sum  in  tho  history  of 
our  foreign  commerce. 

Nevertheless ,  there  still  remain  tho  economic  barriers  as  heretofore. 
'7hile  endoavouring  on  the  one  hand  to  eliminate  theso  obstaclos  through 
diplomatic  noons  by  dealing  individually  with  the  various  oountrics  accords- 
ing  to  their  respective  circumstances  end  tho  measures  employed  by  them, 
this  Govormont  ore  exerting  on  the  other  hand  unremitting  efforts  to 
promote  our  foreign  trado  by  every  noons  available.  During  the  past  year 
trade  agreements  have  been  concluded  with  British  India,  Burma,  and  Turkey. 
There  were  also  signed  in  December  a  Treaty  of  Commerce  with  Siam  and  a 
supplementary  agreement  to  the  It alo -Japanese  Treaty  of  Commerce  relating 
to  tho  Italian  colonies.  Negotiations  are  now  in  progress  with  other 
countries  for  the  conclusion  of  the  necessary  trade  agreements,  covering 
both  old  and  now  ma.rkots. 

A  boycott  of  Japanese  goods  has  been  initiated  in  certain  countries 
owing  to  misleading  Chinese  propaganda  concerning  the  present  Affair  and 
to  the  machinations  of  the  Chinese  who  reside  there  in  largo  numbers. 
However,  nowhere  has  it  developed  into  any  serious  proportions,  thanks 
to  the  united  efforts  of  the  Government  and  people  and  the  fair  attitude 
of  the  general  public  in  tho  countries  concerned. 

Hie  Japanese  Government  beliovo  it  to  be  ono  ofthe  necessary  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  pence  and  hermony  and  the  prosperity  of  Japan,  Manchoukuo 
and  China,  and  consequently  of  the  entire  world,  to  increase  rationally 
the  productive  power  cf  those  three  countries,  and  to  strengthen  their 
economic  ties,  and  qt-  the  same  time  to  promote  their  trado  with  the  rost 
of  tho  world.  For  The  realization  of  this  purposo  tho  Government  are  now 
carefully  preparing  appropriate  plan3  at  home  and  abroad. 

Finally  I  desire  to  say  a  few  word3  on  cultural  work.  In  order  to 
promoto  international  friendship  and  to  bring  about  a  real  peace  among 
mankind  it  is  necossary  that  nations  should  form  intimate  cultural  bonds 
and  cultivate  a  full  understanding  of  one  another's  ideals  and  aspirations. 
The  present  Affair  is  traceable  in  no  snail  dogroe  to  Chinese  lack  of 
understand ing  in  this  regard.  If  Japan  and  China  aro  to  build  up  a 
lasting  friendship,  they  should  understand  e\ch  other's  national  condi¬ 
tions  and  characteristics,  and  cooperate  culturally  according  to  tho 
fundamental  spirit  of  the  Orient.  Talcing  this  standpoint,  tho  Government 
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intend  to  carry  cn  in  China  more  intensively  than  heretofore  the  cultural 
work  which  will  servo  as  a  foundation  for  the  permanent  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  two  nations.  At  the  same  time  the  Government  will  not 
rolax  their  cultural  work  elsewhere  since  there  is  a  special  noedi  in  the 
face  of  the  presont  international  situation,  of  making  other  peoples  bet¬ 
ter  acquainted  with  our  unique  culture  and  the  national  traits  of  our 
.people  who  lovo  Justice  and  peace. 

I  hope  that  from  what  I  have  now  said  you  have  been  able  to  undor- 
staal  thoviows  of  the  Government  regarding  the  prosont  China  Affair  and 
foreign  questions  in  general.  In  brief,  the  underlying  aim  of  the 
foreign  policy  of  the  Government  is  to  eradicate  the  root  of  evil  in 
East  Asia,  to  moke  Rnown  throughout  the  world  the  justice  of  our  cause, 
and  to  contribute  toward  laying  the  foundations  of  world  pccco.  ^e  that 
end  the  Government  are  doing  their  very  utmost.  And  I  trust  that  you 
will  appreciate  the  intentiors  of  the  Government  and  will  extend  your  co¬ 
operation  for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  our  foreign  policy  in 
dealing  with  the  grave  emergency  that  confronts  the  nation  today.

The  Jc.p£.Ji 030  Gov.rnmcnt  are  r  ^solved,  ns  hc3  boon  clearly  set  forth 
in  thoir  two  previous  statements  issued 'this  year,  to  carry  on  the 
military  operations  for  tho  complete  extermination  of  the  anti- Japanese 
Euomintong  Government,  and  at  the  same  time  to  proceed  with  the  ‘.fork  of 
establishing  a  now  order  in  Tic.st  Asia  together  with  those  far-sighted 
Chinese  who  3 hare  in  our  ideals  and  aspirations. 

The  spirit  of  renaissance  is  now  sweeping  over  all  parts  of  Chinn 
and  enthusiasm  for  reconstruction  is  mounting  ovor  higher.  The  Japanese 
Govornmont  desire  to  make  public  their  basic  policy  for  adjusting  the 
relations  between  Japan  and  China,  in  order  that  their  intentions  may  bo 
thoroughly  understood  both  at  homo  and  abroad. 

Japan,  China,  and  Jfanchoukuo  will  bo  united  by  the  common  aim  of  es¬ 
tablishing  the  new  order  in  'Jo3t  Asia  and  of  realizing  a  relationship  of 
neighbourly  amity,  common  defence  against  Communism,  and  economic  coopera¬ 
tion.  For  that  purpose  it  is  necessary  first  of  all  that  China  should  cost 
aside  all  narrow  and  prejudiced  vious  belonging  to  the  past  and  do  away 
with  the  Jolly  of  nnti-Japani3m,  and  resentment  regarding  Manchoukuo.  In 
other  words,  Japan  frankly  desires  China  to  cnier  of  her  own  will  into 
complete  diplomatic  relations  with  Tanchoukuo. 

Tne  oxistonco  of  the  Comintern  influence  in  3ast  Asia  can  not  bo  tol¬ 
erated.  Japan  therefore  conoid era  it  an  essential  condition  of  tho  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the* 9ino- Japanese  relations  that  there  should  be  concluded  an  anti- 
Comintorn  agreement  between  tho  two  countries  in  consonanco  with  the  spirit 
of  the  anti -Comintern  -tgreemont  be  two  on  Japan,  Germany  and  Italy.  And  in 
order  to  ensure  tho  full  accomplishment  of  her  purpose*  Japcn  demands,  in 
view  of  the  actual  circumstances  provniling  in  China,  that  Japanese  troops 
be  stationed,  as  an  anti-Co -muni st  moasuro,  at  specified  points  during  the 
time  the  said  agreement  is  in  force,  and  also  that  t.io  Inner  Mongolian 
region  be  designated  as  a  special  :inti-Coirauni3t  area. 

As  regards  economic  relations  botwoon  the  two  countries,  Japan  docs 
not  intend  to  exorcise  economic  monopoly  in  Chinn,  nor  doo3  she  intend  to 
demand  cf  China  to  limit  the  interests  of  those  third  Fowers,  who  grasp 
the  meaning  of  the  new  7ast  Asia  and  are  willing  to  act  accordingly.  Japan 
only  seeks  to  render  effective  tho  cooperation  and  collaboration  between 
tho  two  countries.  That  is  to  scy,  Japan  demands  that  Chin-,  in  accordance 
with  tho  principle  of  equality  betwcon  tho  two  countries,  should  rocognize 
the  freedom  of  residence  and  trade  on  the  part  of  Japanese  subjects  in  tho 
interior  of  China,  with  n  view  tc  promoting  the  economic  interests  of  both 
peoples;  and  that,  in  tho  light  of  the  historical  and  oconomic  relations  be 
two on  the  two  nations,  China  should  extend  to  Japan  facilities  far  tho  de¬ 
velopment  of  China’s  natural  resources,  especially  in  tho  regions  of  North 
China  and  Innor  Mongolia. 
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The  clove  gives  tho  gonoraJ  linos  o'*  what  Japan  demands  of  China. 

3f  tho  truo  object  of  Japan  in  conducting  tie  present  vast  military  cam¬ 
paign  bo  fully  understood,  it  Trill  be  plain  that  what  she  seeks  i3  noithor 
territory  nor  indemnity  for  tho  costs  of  military  operations.  Japan  de¬ 
mands  only  tho  jniniruui  guarantee  nwoded  for  tho  execution  by  Chinn  of  her 
function  as  a  participant  in  the  establishment  of  tho  no xi  order. 

Jr.pan  not  only  respects  tho  sovereignty  of  China,  but  she  i3  propored 
to  .jive  positive  consideration  to  the  questions  of  tho  abolititior.  of 
oxtre-territoriul ity  and  of  the  rendition  of  concessions  end  settlements — 
matters  which  are  necessary  for  tho  full  independence  of  China. 
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
